Increased By 186 


Registration at Santa Ana junior 
college today had reached new 
heights. The official number °* an- 
nounced by the college office reaches 
the grand total of 583 regularly en- 
rolled students. 

This number is compared to about 
400 at this time last year. This repre- 
sents an increase of 186 students. 

The men outnumber the women. 
309 men students are registered, as 
compared to 273 women students. 

Of that number, there are 368 
freshmen, 157 sophmores, 18 post 
graduates, and 39 specials.

California Junior Colleges 


The junior colleges of the state are very peeved at Arthur 
M. Artlett, editor of the “Daily Californian”, publication of the 
University of California at Berkeley, because of his recent state- 
ment in the editorial columns of the U. C. paper, that junior 
colleges were parasites to state funds; were ruining the activ- 
ities of the four year colleges; and do not absorb and reflect 
the traditional spirit of the university which they matriculate. 

Editors, educators, alumni, and citizens all over the state 
have been attacking Artlett ever since. The Sacramento Bee, 
In Summing up the situation, said: “What was intended to be 
a fusillade of heavy artillery against the junior colleges of the 
state, has turned out to be only a class room spitball that went 
wide of it’s mark.” 

The President at Berkeley received the following telegram 
from alumni: “If you as president, cannot establsh student con- 
trol, we, as citizens of the state and alumni of the University, 
must take steps to organize and develop means of disseminat- 
ing real facts about higher education in California.” 

Fred West, president of the San Mateo junior college stu- 
dent body issued the following statement: “It seems that as 
soon as some budding young journalist is promoted to the edi- 
torship of his college paper, he immediately feels it is his duty 
to warn his readers of the dangers of our progressive world. So 
Mr. Arlett, undoubtedly unable to find anything materially 
wrong, turned to something about which he knows very little.” 

The editor of the “Modesto Collegian’, of Modesto junior 
college, states: “Let us point out that junior colleges are bring- 
ing democracy into higher education in California by making 
available collegiate facilities in many communities of the state. 
To many of us this is admittedly vital. Artlett recklessly ven- 
tures that junior college transfers do not absorb and reflect the 
traditional spirit of the university to which they matriculate. 
“On this point,” states the Collegian, “we should helpfully re- 
mind our friends that of the twenty-one Stanford men who re- 
lieved California of the worry of planning future axe rallies 
thirteen of them were junior college transfers. : .

At noon, a long 
line of Saints foil the hungry Dons 
in the cafeteria and the store across 
the street is jammed to the rafters. 
An alteration of five or ten, minutes 
would do away with all this confus- 
ion. 

Secondly, the idea of changing 
textbooks every six months is disas- 
trous on the majority of pocketbooks. 
It seems peculiar that a brnd new 
textbook should become out of date 
in a year. A students pays from two 
to five dollars for a text and then is 
forced to let it rot on a dusty shelf 
when the teacher changes her mind. 
Some of these stable subjects like 
French, geometry, Spanish, and 
other things are the same now as 
they will be in.February. Why let the 
book stores get rich and the book 
publishers ride in Cadillacs? 

Thirdly, there has been some point- 
ed examples of criticism of The Don. 
It should be realized that during the 
first week of school, inexperienced 
reporters can not turn out master- 
pieces. Editors are new in their dut- 
ies and are harrassed with other wor- 
ries, including new _ courses, print 
shop problems, registration, staff or- 
ganization, green journalism students 
and lack of activities to: write about. 
For example with two days practice, 
how would Coach Cook’s foétball 


out for three for three or four 
weeks? How much would a geology 
student know about rocks after one 
lab period? How much poetry could 
a student write after reading the in- 
troduction to a book? The publishing 
of a newspaper is just about 10 times 
as complicated as most people imag- 
ine and the idea of putting out a 
faultless college paper with three 
staff men and no staff is all wrong.
